Of the eight who died in of­ 
fice, four were felled by assas- 
sins. 
Hie most durable president to 
dale was John Adams, various­ 
ly known as “Atlas of Indepen­ 
dence,” “His Rotundity,” and 
“Old Sink or Swim.'* He lived 
9<) years and 295 days and died 
on Hie same 4th of July as did 
Thomas Jeflerson, who was 83. 
The oldest president to die in 
office, William Henry Harrison, 
68,

The second youngest president 
to die was James A. Garfield,

Sixteen past presidents, includ­ 
ing the three now living, sur­ 
vived to lie 70 or over. Five 
made it to 80 or more, among 
them Herbert Hoover. 
Abraham Lincoln and John F 
Kennedy died in coma within 
a short period after being allot 
by assassins. 
Garfield lived for 80 days. 
President William McKi n ley 
lived for eight days after he was 
shot Sept. 6 1901, at the Pan- 
American Exposition in Buffalo, 
NY. 
Since 1958. by act of Congress, 
all presidential widows receive 
pensions of HO,OOO a year.

If she was nervous and aloof 
then, she became a smiling first 
lady, a much loved first lady as 
the years passed, and of such 
great strength to her husband at 
the tragic end. Two deaths in 
one family in six months is a 
lot to bear, and her loss is hard 
for the rest of us to realize , . . 
and Caroline, who held her fath­ 
er’s hand with such trust and 
adoration when they went to see 
her mother after the death of 
Baby Patrick will miss John F.

Khrushchev once told 
me how the U.S. Ambassador 
Tommy Thompson had come to 
see him in October, i960, dur­ 
ing the election campaign and 
wanted him to release the Amer­ 
ican RB 47 fliers. “I replied, 
‘No, that would only help Nixon 
and we re voting for Kennedy,’ 
And since Kennedy was elected 
by a very narrow margin we 
figure we elected him.”. . .
